_ In Asia Japan, after goumng out large piece* of 
China in arrogaal defiance of her litaly obligatioiu. 
is penetrsting .further into Chinese sovereignty and 
would have been at war with Russia before this if she 
dared. Dictatorships are stifl flourishing, and in every 
m of them lies the prm cf a future world war. It 
is ^ at 1 ^ suiprismg that in such *a atmosphere 
of international gangdom all the disarmement con¬ 
ferences have come to n*ughl; llml the League 
of Natremv warnranipuhtw oot of the dmitlte of its 
•olemn lesponsibilitiet on numerous occesions, and 
that it h DOW standing m the last dildi of its very 
existence ia its altitude towards the rulhlei* defiance 
of its covenant by one of its principal mambers. 

In that last-ditch struggle of the League is to be 
found the only silver lining ia the war cloud which 
hangs over a large part of the world to-day. If tho ' 
Geneva organization of more than fifty nations will 
exercise its fullest power in restraining the imperial am¬ 
bitions of the. Italian. dkUlor Jt will .lmye doM more. I
